The New Arrests in the Cronin Ca6e 
to be Tried as Accessories 
After tbe Fact.

N A TIO N A L HOARD O F TRA D E. 


Tire C losing H o u rs o f a Most Im p o rta n t 
C onvention. 
L o u isv ille, October 17th.—At the sec­ 
ond day’s session of the National Board of 
Trade lo-dav resolutions were adopted in 
substance as follows: “That our rivers and 
harbors should be improved and main­ 
tained by the General Government. That 
Congress grant no charter for a bridge over 
navigable 
streams unless amply suffi­ 
cient in width and bight. That Congress 
should organize a naval reserve force, and 
that Congress be asked to foster the mer­ 
chant marine by every legitimate means, 
especially to South America.” 
Torrey’s bankrupt bill was indorsed and 
a memorial adopted reciting its virtues and 
recommending it to Congress for enact­ 
ment. 
Resolutions were passed requesting the 
Pan-American Congress to take action for 
the establishment of a unit of coinage com­ 
mon to all the American people. 
The meeting closed to-night with a grand 
banquet and an address by Henry Watter- 
son, who spoke on the general state ot the 
country. 
In concluding his address Mr. Watterson 
referred to the El Dorado, the new South, 
at length, speaking of the richness of the 
fields to be opened up there. He added : 
“But what is tbe value of all this if we 
have not order and law regulated by an in­ 
telligent 
and responsible Government? 
How shall it profit you or us or anybody if 
it be not brought under the spell of that 
wizard’s wand which weevil civilization? 
And to whom shall this wand be com­ 
mitted? To Anglo-Saxons, with centuries 
of enlightened freedom behind them ? Or 
to the African just emerged from slavery ? 
“No one can comprehend the meaning of 
this great menace to the prosperity of the 
South who has not been there, and who 
does not live there. Nor is it possible for 
it to be treated with wisdom by any other 
than the local agencies. Cannot the think­ 
ing people of the North imagine, if they 
are unable to see this? Can they not feel 
that they may trust the intelligence, hu­ 
manity and Christianity of the South, and 
the testimony of the truly responsible 
Northern men who have gone South to 
deal with the disease which the outside 
pressure has always aggravated and will 
always aggravate ? 
“I struggled earnestly and long to estab­ 
lish the black man and his rights under 
the Constitution and its amendments. Bnt 
I am filled with no vain illusions born 
of sympathy and ignorance. I am blind 
to none of the dangers that lurk amid the 
shadows of this great cross which, for some 
mysterious purpose, I know not what, has 
been put upon the 8outb, but which I do 
know the South alone can break, as the 
South alone has borne.”

A C om bination o f R a ilro ad an d 
Ship 
L ines in th e S outh. 


B i r m i n g h a m (A la), 
October 17th.—A 
large railroad and steamboat deal is now 
under consideration. 
Tbe statement is 
mnde that H. I). Plant, President of the 
Plant system of railroad and steamship 
lines, and John A. Inman, President of the 
Richmond Terminal fYminany, have ob 
tainea control of harbor rights at Tampa, 
Fla , and have determined to make that 
port the shipping port for the exports and 
freights from the Southwest aud North­ 
west to Europe and South and Central 
America. 
The line will carry its own freight and 
that of its connetions to Tampa instead of 
to Boston, New York and other ports. The 
lines in the movement are the Richmond 
Terminal Company system (including the 
East Tennessee, Virginia and Georgia, the 
Central of Georgia, the Richmond and 
Danville, Georgia Pacific), tbe Plant sys­ 
tem, the Louisville and Nashville, Texas 
and Pacific, Southern Pacific, and probably 
the Queen and Crescent. 
W ith the Plant steamship lines several 
new lines of steamships are to be estab­ 
lished, the harbor is to be improved, new 
wharves built and terminal facilities ar­ 
ranged. Plant and Inman will build an 
air lice from Tampa to Mobile and New 
Orleans in order to facilitate tbe handling 
of Western freight from the Southern Pa­ 
cific and oiher lines terminating at New 
Orleans. The deal was brought about by 
the action of a number of trunk lines. 


V ILI.A R D ’S T IC T O R T . 


H e S ucceeds in G ettin g H is P e t F in a n c ia l 
F la n s A do p ted . 


N e w Y o r k , October 17lh.—Tbe Northern 
Pacific preferred stockholders held a meet­ 
ing to-day. 
Chairman Harris presided. 
The only other Directors present were 
Henry Villard, C. L. Colby and Brayton 
Ives. A large number of Wall street men 
and holders of stock were present. 
The only business before the meeting was 
voting on what is known as the Villard 
plan. It authorizes the issue of $160,000,­ 
000 in new -5 per cent, bonds, payable one 
hundred years hence. 
Voting on the plan began at 10:30. It 
soon became apparent that the Villard 
party would win. 
Johnston Livingston offered the follow­ 
ing resolution, which was adopted, and 
which is in direct sympathy with the cir­ 
cular issufd September 21, 1889, by Chair­ 
man Harris. The resolution was seconded, 
much to everybody’s surprise, by Henry 
Villard. The resolution is as follows : 
Kesolved, That the holders of preferred stock 
represented here suggest to the incoming Board 
of Directors to take into consideration the dis­ 
tribution of the whole amout due the preferred 
stockholders as soon as the company should be 
in a proper position to do so. 
No negative vote was received. Just be­ 
fore noon James B. Williams announced 
that the financial plan had been carried. 
Owing to duplicate proxies having been de­ 
posited, he conld not announce the exact 
result. Adjournment was therefore taken 
until Monday. 
Henry Villard voted a majority of the 
stock. 
Robert Harris, President of the 
company for many years, and who last 
year acted as Chairman of the Board of Di­ 
rectors, is dropped from the Directory, and 
so are Brayton Ives, J. C. Bullitt, Fred. 
Billings and John H. Brookman. 
The new Directors are George Morrison, 
James Haggin, C. H. Leland, Charles C. 
Beaman and J. B. Williams. A slender 
minority of the stock was voted by Robert 
Harris in iavor of re-electing tbe old Board. 


CH ICA G O ’S SENSATION.

C h ic a g o , October Í7th.—Great excite­ 
ment prevailed about the Grand Jury room 
this morning. Witnesses came and went, 
and officers were dispatched here and there 
with rapidity, and appearances indicated 
that something important was in progress. 
The first witness was a man named Kelly. 
When he came out he refused to talk to 
the reporters. 
Henry S'oUenberg, a stenographer in 
W endes* Sallivan’3 office, was in for half 
an hour, and when he came out he rushed 
ofi in a great hurry to find Ml. Wendes. 
After he had dieappeareu that gentleman 
made his way into the Court-house and 
was questioned by the Grand Jury. When 
' he came out of the room he said to the re- 
[ porters that he hadn’t told the Grand Jury 
’ much, chiefly because he didn’t know 
anything they wished to hear. 
He had 
come around in tbe interest of Stollenberg. 
At 1 o’clock the Grand Jury came into 
Court and bended in twelve indictments, 
eleven of which were on ¡ai! cases, and 
the twelfth jointly against Mark SalomoD, 
John Graham, Thomas Kavaoagh, Fred. 
Smith, Jeremiah Adderull, Alex. L. Hanks 
and Joseph Keenan. All of these ¡nen 


were a’ready under indictment for conspir­ 
acy to bribe jurymen. 
After Mr. Windes left the Grand Ju ry - 
room he asked State’s Attorney Lougnecker 
for an order to see Stoltenberg. The State’s 
Attorney wrote something on a card and 
Mr. Windes went to his office, where the 
police on guard refused to let him in. The 
attorney went away, but returned shortly 
with au upplicatian for a writ of habeas 
corpus asking for Stoltenberg’s release. The 
trial was set for hearing at 4 o’clock, bnt 
as in the meantime Stoltenberg had been 
released the application was withdrawn. 
Stoltenberg refused to answer soy ques­ 
tions put to him before the Grand Jury 
until he could see an attorney. He de­ 
clared he was restrained of his liberty, and 
that he could give no testimony under du­ 
ress. 
No new jurors were obtained to-day in 
the Cronin trial. 
Four places remain yet 
tobe filled. 
The defense still has eight 
peremptory challenges, aud the Slate thirty- 
three. 
According to the Daily News, the omni­ 
bus indictment returned this afternoon was 
a useless proceeding, except on the theory 
that tbe persons against whom it was 
brought, all of whom were already under 
indictment, have been made subject to 
some new charge. 
The State's Attorney is reported 89 de­ 
clining to allow the indictment to be seen, 
and this is taken by the News as an indica­ 
tion of a new charge made against the al­ 
leged jury-fixers. 
It is suggested that the accused are to be 
put in the same boat with the Cronin sus­ 
pects as accessories after the fact. 
All the persons reindicted were again ar­ 
rested except Bailiff Salomon, who is sup­ 
posed to have confessed. 
Graham secured bail, but the others were 
kept in confinement. 
The News explains the proceedings re­ 
garding Stoltenberg by stating that Otto 
Erickson and William Dahl had informed 
the State's Attorney of the mysterious cor­ 
respondence which Stoltenberg has con­ 
ducted in July through Dahl. 
Iters had 
been received for Stoltenberg from Toronto 
inclosed in envelopes mailed for Dahl.

T alk in g to F ro m th e M ayor. 
Chicago, October 17th.—The New York 
Anarchist Shevitch professed great indigna­ 
tion Tuesday in a printed interview at a 
statement attributed to Mayor Cregier that 
the men who hisied the f American fieg 
Sunday should be drummed out of the city. 
He said he would call on Cregier for an 
explanation of this statement.

W a s h in g t o n , October 17th.—The Inter­ 
national Marine Conference convened in 
regular session to-day, with Admiral Frank­ 
lin presiding. The organization was then 
completed by the election of the following 
officers: 
Secretary, Lieutenant Colman, 
United States Navy; and as additional Sec- 
recaries, Cecil B. Spring Rice of Great 
Britain, Charles Riviere of France and 
Walter Bliss of Germany. 
Parker’s Manuel was adopted as a guide, 
and it was decided to hold sessions every 
day in the week but Saturdays and Sundays. 
Tbe rules were then taken up ancdiscussed 
informally by the delegates, and amend­ 
ments offered, but no decision was arrived 
at, owing to the absence of a French inter­ 
preter. It was decided that discussions can 
be carried on in either French or English, 
and that in deciding questions each nation 
represented to have but one vote. 
TDe discussion to day was based upon 
“Revised international rules and regula­ 
tions for preventing collision at sea.” con­ 
tained in a circular issued by tbe United 
States Treasury Department in September, 
1887. This was adopted at the suggestion of 
tbe American delegates as a basis for action, 
because it was in convenient shape and af­ 
forded a good starting point. 
The votes upon the suggestions or propo­ 
sitions of the change are seldom taken, (or 
the reason that after the regulations shall 
be thoroughly discussed they will be 
put into shape for final acceptance by 
tbe con tuittee for that purpose and who 
will be guided in their work by the ex- 
pressiOES of tbe Conference.

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OBJECTING TO A REFORM SYSTEM. 


The San Francisco Chronicle says the 
Australian ballot system did not work to 
perfection in Montana, and it therefore 
concludes that it would not be well to sub­ 
stitute it for the California system, “under 
which every man can vote as he chooses.’’ 
T hat is a conclusion not justified by ex­ 
perience. W ith the crowding around the 
polls promoted by the vicious class of poli­ 
ticians a good many citizens are unable to 
vote at all. 
Nor is it true that under the 
California system the man and voter can 
vote as he chooses at all times, since it is 
well know that men are sent to the polls 
with tickets prepared for them, and such a 
close watch is kept upon them that there 
is no opportunity to change the ballot for 
that the voter may really wisli to cast- 
Suppose it is true that in one Montana 
precinct there were 173 ballots cast on 
which the names of all the candidates ap­ 
peared , the voters having failed to indi­ 
cate by the required marking whom they 
wished tallied. That is not surprising in 
the initial effort to introduce a new sys­ 
tem. 
W e remember when the California 
plan was first introduced, that equally as 
stupid blnnders were made by voters. In­ 
deed, in a very recent election in this city, 
where two propositions were named on the 
ticket and the voters were asked to indi­ 
cate their preference by marking out one 
or the other, several hundred ballots went 
into tne DOXes W llnuut any 
ever. 
There arose in consequence the 
legal question whether these ballots were 
to be counted in the whole number in or­ 
der to ascertain if two-thirds had voted for 
the proposition. It was finally held, and 
properly, that the ballots were to be con- 
Ei'dered blanks, and not to be estimated in 
the proposition referred to. In every elec­ 
tion in California there are many ballots 
cast in which all the names for some offices 
are scratcl.el off, the electors refusing to 
vote for any of the men nominated. At 
every Presidential election in this State 


1 h ire are many ballots cast with all the 
Presidential Electors names marked off. It 
is by no means certain, therefore, that the 
173 ballots referred to by the Chronicle 
were mistakes, or the result of misunder- 
»landing of the system of printing all the 
names of the candidates upon the ballot— 
the electors may have, or a goodly por­ 
t o i of them, purposely cast their ballots 
blank. 


Our contemporary states as an objec­ 
tion, that it required five days to make 
the count in Montana, and that it then 
developed that only an official count could 
give the exact result. How was it in San 
Francisco last fall? 
Did not precisely 
such a situation develop in that city then, 
and was it not many weeks before it was 
settled by an official recount who were 
chosen for Congressional and other 
sta­ 
tions? 
Now if anything is certain about 
an election this is, that under the Austra­ 
lian system “stuffing” the ballot-box is all 
but impossible; that virtue goes a long 
way to commend the system. 
Another 
good in it, as modified, is that it is impos­ 
sible for any one to dictate to the voter 
how he shall vote, since he cannot cast his 
vote until he has retired to a booth alone, 
and from that booth he must return direct 
to the ballot-box. "We have yet to hear of 
ahúm an being who has objected to such 
a regulation, and in all the States where 
it has been adopted, it has met with the 
favor of all men except vote brokers and 
baliot-box stuffers. 
The entry of the 
names of all candidates upon the elector’s 
ballot ts wise, for it enables the poor man, 
the convention-rejected man, the “whittled 
ont” candidate, the man obnoxious to 
to rings and cliques, to present his claims 
to the voters. 
The printing of the ballots 
by the State is wise, because it eliminates 
the ticket peddler and secures perfect uni­ 
formity in the ballots, and therefore per­ 
fect secrecy of the ballot, an end that is the 
purpose of all election laws, ami that lies 
at the root of manhood suffrage. 
The is­ 
suance of the ballot to the elector by the 
Election Board 
guarantees 
the latter 
against fraudulent ballots, and at the same 
time absolutely precludes stuffing of the 
boxes, such as has disgraced the election 
in San Francisco; it also prevents the 
possibility, as near as human precau­ 
tion can devise, of alteration of the ballots 
by vicious election officers. The aggregate 
of ballots issued must correspond with the 
number in the box and those unissued, 
and the number in the box must cor­ 
respond with the stubs in the book of bal­ 
lots receipted for by the Election Board. 
In short, under the system proposed to the 
last Legislature, fraud would be possible 
only hy conspiracy of all the judges, in­ 
spectors and clerks in a Precinct Board. 
W e have objected to the clause in the 
Australian law that lequires the electors 
ballot to be numbered to correspond with 
his number on the poll list, since that must 
reveal the ballot to whoever examines the 
contents of the box. So, too, the proposi­ 
tion of the Federated Trades, that the 
Judges of Election should indorse their 
names on cat h ballot as cast, was shown hy 


this journal to be dangerous to the secresy 
of the ballot, and it was accordingly aban­ 
doned, and the “stub-book” system substi­ 
tuted. 
The Young Men’s Democratic 
League of San Francisco advised that a ! 
number be placed on the ballot upon a per­ 
forated corner, to enable the receiving In­ 
spector to identify the ballot when re­ 
turned for deposit as the same issued, the 
number to be detached as soon as that fact 
was ascertained, and destroyed or cast into 
a separate box. This was deemed advisa­ 
ble to prevent the defeat of the will of the 
majority hy a system that the vote-buyers 
and stealers in Australia devised. That 
was the hiring of an elector to cast a blank 
ballot, and to bring out the genuine ticket 
or ballot. This the rascals would then 
“doctor” to suit their purposes, and send it 
in to be cast by a second purchased elector, 
who in turn would deposit it and bring out 
a second official ballot, to be also manipu­ 
lated and sent in by a third hireling, and 
so on. Our San Francisco contemporary 
certainly cannot have studied these sys­ 
tems thoroughly, or it would not arrive at 
the conclusion that the Australian plan is 
inferior to that we have in California. 
Ours is vastly superior to many systems, 
hut it is open to too many abuses, and the 
hundred-foot rule has fallen into such dis­ 
use that the modified Australian system is 
in turn greatly superior t j ours. In no 
city or State where it has been tried, we 
repeat, are the people desirous of abandon­ 
ing it, which is eating-proof of the pudding. 


THE KIND OF HUSBAND TO ABOLISH. 


ÍL0N6 THE PACIFIC COAST. 


There are husbands and husbands, and 
there are some who ought to be drubbed 
out of decent communities by the old 
women and the 
children. The fellow 
Clery of San Francisco, whose wife Mary is 
in trouble, is one of the kind that is good 
for nothing hut to serve as an object upon 
which may he expended the contempt of 
men and the hatred of women. H e is of 
the order of fellows who may serve some 
purpose as awful examples of depravity 
and want of heart. Clery’s story is brief 
and sham eful; that of his wife is sad. For 
her there Í3 sym pathy; for him there 
should be a rod iu every honest hand. Two 
years ago the young woman, then hut 
twenty, came from Ireland to this country 
to enter domestic service. She was and is 
an unsophisticated, a very simple and 
comely Irish peasant girl. She secured 
employment in a family of Californians 
then at the East, who brought her on to 
this State and retained her in their service. 
In the same service was Clery, a cook. He 
wooed and won the simple Irish girl, and 
they were married and removed to San 
Francisco. Clery at once put his wife into 
a dive to sell beer. He told her it was a 
proper thing to do in this country, and 
that she must aid him to make a living. 
H e provided her with one blade of a pair 
of scissors with which to defend herself 
when returning home late at night, if he 
should fail to meet her at the closing of 
the saloon. 
He drove her into this humil­ 
iating and disreputable life the very day 
after their marriage, in August last, and 
ever since he has led a life of idleness, re­ 
fusing to work and claiming to be sick, and 
subsisting upon the wages of his wife as a 
waitress in the dive. Monday night an 
old man whom she was serving with beer 
in the dive made an insulting proposition 
to her, and offered her violence. She re­ 
sisted, and he struck her thrice in the face. 
In what she D eu c.^ 
«olf-defenseshe 
struck out wildly with the weapon referred 
to, and killed the man with a single blow. 
In prison she did not appear to under­ 
stand the terrible situation in 
which 
she was placed, and impressed reporters 
and officers alike with her innocence of 
sin and her simplicity of character. If 
she is a deceitful woman, then, it is agreed 
she is the queen of actresses. Her chief 
sorrow seemed to be that her husband did 
not come to inquire after her, since he 
must have known that she had not re­ 
turned home, and must have ascertained 
if he had sought her, that she was in sore 
trouble. 
In 
Court on Tuesday the 
wretched young woman stood alone, with 
not a friend to give her a word of advice 
or consolation. A kindly attorney finally 
took pity upon her and volunteered to ap­ 
pear for her. In the afternoon, however, 
the husband of the poor creature turned 
up, and as one of the reporters with grim 
humor puts it, “he brought her a whole 
sandwich with which to comfort herself.” 
He pleaded that he had been sick; that he 
went to bed early Monday night and did 
not awake until 11 the next morning. In ­ 
stead of starting out to learn what had 
become of the wife he had so recently 
married, he steered his miserable frame 
into the nearest saloon for a glass of beer, 
and there received information of the ter­ 
rible charge of murder laid against his 
wife. 
He declared that he felt so “ sorry” 
about it, that he went straightway hack to 
his rooms, forgetting all about the beer. 
The man attempts to excuse himself for 
placing his wife in a dive on the ground 
that he was sick and unable to work, a 
story that, if true, is still to his discredit; 
but the truth probably is, that the fellow 
is simply lazy. The San Francisco papers 
agree that it is evident Mrs. Clery did not 
know the infamous character of the place 
in which she had been put to work. The 
husband of this unfortunate woman is of 
the type without which society would he 
vastly better off. H e is unworthy so 
much at'ention as has been here accorded 
to him, but for the fact that such an awful 
charge hangs over the life of the wife, who 
is a thousand times too good for him, and 
who, though with blood upon her hands, is 
an object of true sympathy. 


R e f e r i x g to the murder of an old man 
hy Mary Clery in a dive in San Francisco, 
the San Francisco Alia says: “We would 
suggest, however, that instead of hanging 
the murderess, her husband he hanged, for 
putting her in a dive as a waitress that he 
might live off'her earnings.” 
We concur 
But how would it do to close the dives of 
San Francisco.

C A N A L E N T E R P R IS E . 


A P ro p o sitio n to U tilize th e M ountain 
S trea m s o f F resn o . 
F rfsno, October 17th.—A company with 
$15,000 capital was organized yesterday, its 
object being to bring 2C0 feet of water from 
mountain streams aud storage reservoirs in 
the Sierra Nevad» mountains to the plains 
north aud east of Fresno in Big Dray creek 
section. 
This territory comprises the richest land 
in the county, being all made of a level 
formation and now devoted exclusively to 
wheat growing. Part of the water wili be 
brought down in a flume, which will be 
used to transport lumber from toiils on the 
pine ridge to Fresno, a distance of fifty 
miles. A special election has been called

A n exam ination of the new levee work 
w hich ia being done on Grand Island, on 
the lower Sacram ento river, shows that 
aloDg the old river, from Kercheval’s place 
at the head of the island to the cross levee 
at the lower end, the work is practically 
finished, and in a very substantial m anner. 
The last touches are being put on the levee 
along Parvin's, Figgs’ and H art Sm ith’s 
ranches. The levee at the wing-dam below 
W alnut Grove is a good one, and well- 
throw n back at places where there is a pos­ 
sibility of the bank washing. 
T he old river levees, generally speaking, 
were sufficient to keep out any high water 
of the past fifteen or tw enty years before 
the new work of this year was added, yet 
all the land-owners cheerfully raised their 
levees to the newly-established grade, in 
order to be in uniform ity w ith the im ­ 
mense levee which is being constructed 
along the lower four or five miles of Steam ­ 
boat slough and also the cross levee being 
built by Mr. Ferris of Stockton, who is a 
gentlem an of large experience in such 
works, and takes a pride in building good 
levees. 
This is where the heaviest work is re­ 
quired, as all know, by bitter experience, 
and it is not difficult to see that the work at 
this point is being done with a view to its 
being perm anent, and that it is m ore sub­ 
stantial than the usual contract-work. 
In ­ 
deed, Mr. Ferris is really doing it m uch 
better than the specifications require. 
W hile it would be desirable that the 
work should be in a m ore forward stale, 
yet all the heavier parts, as, for instance, 
the base, were there were cuts and excava­ 
tions. are finished in all the exposed places; 
and although the fact is not apparent to 
one unfam iliar with levee building, it will 
not take long to finish the levee. If the 
w eather rem ains at all favorable, 
Mr. 
Ferris is confident th at by December 1st 
Grand Island will have such a levee as 
will be able to resist successfully even 
such a flood as that of 1861. The levee 
thereabouts has such a w idth of base (some 
150 feet or more) that it seems as if it 
would be impossible to burst it, and it will 
be between two and three feet higher than 
the last high water, eight feet wide on the 
top, with a slope of one foot in three in ali 
exposed places and on both sides of the 
levee. 
The m ost backward places are a point 
on Old river, at the foot of the island, and 
the lower flood-gate on Steamboat slough— 
both quite short, but of such a nature that 
the material m ust be allowed to settle and 
dry before using the dredger on them 
again. However, the most difficult part is 
done. The levee, from a m ile or so below 
W alker’s Landing up to the head of the 
island, may be said to be completed, witb 
the exception of Goldm an’s 
place, on 
w hich the owner is now at work. 
From below Hog’s-back Slough to the 
foot of the island, or the cross levee—some 
three miles—the heavy basework is done 
as above stated, and six weeks with dredger 
and horses will suffice to put on the upper 
work. A force will then be kept at work 
during the w inter putting on the finishing 
touches, sm oothing the rough work, and, 
(as Mr. Ferris puts it), “ m aking it look 
* pretty,’ ” but which does not help to keep 
out the water to any extent. 
There will be no pum ping done this win­ 
ter, but next year it is expected that first- 
class pum ps ¡will be put in, capable of 
handling the natural rainfall aud any 
sipage that m ay come in. 
M any tracts of tule have already been 
rented, on from tbree to five years' leases, 
on good term s to the owners, and altogether 
the prospects were never brighter lor the 
residents of the island than at the present 
tim." 
It is certain that Mr. Ferris is put­ 
ting up a first-class levee, even better than 
required by the Trustees. H e has large 
landed interests on the island, which per­ 
haps partly accounts lor this, and in addi­ 
tion, he is a gentleman who is very jealous 
of hi9 reputation as a successful levee- 
builder, which reputation seems to be well 
deserved.

IT CAN BE DONE. 


T h e V a g ra n c y A c t U p h e ld in th e C n6e o f 
K itty C ro w le y . 
The long-drawn-out esse of K itty Crow­ 
ley, charged w ith being a vagrant, was 
ooncluded yesterday in the Polifia Court. 
The defendant is an average specimen of 
the women that occupy bagnios in the vi­ 
cinity of Second and L streets. 8he bad 
been frequently charged w ith robbing her 
customers, 
and 
the 
police 
authorities 
sought to get rid of her by advising her to 
leave the city. She knew they could not 
drive her out, and somehow imbibed the 
notion that they could not convict her u n ­ 
der the Vagrancy Act. so she, to use a sport­ 
ing phrase, "stood pat.” 
T he woman secured good legal counsel 
to defend her, and the prosecution was also 
strengthened by the aid of special counsel. 
It was not a difficult m atter to prove guilt, 
under the circumstances, and Judge Buck­ 
ley yesterday decided that a case had been 
m ade out against the woman. A t the re­ 
quest of her counsel sentence was post­ 
poned until next Monday, and it is possible 
th at if she will leave the city her sentence 
m ay not be enforced. 
If K itty Crowley is a vagrant, there are 
scores of other vagrants inhabiting the 
sam e part of the city, both m ale and 
female, and the police can find plenty of 
work in arresting and prosecuting them as 
vigorously as they pushed this case. The 
town would be better off w ithout them , 
and if they are outlaws they have no busi­ 
ness here. 
K itty Crowley was fonnd guilty because 
it was show n th at she lived "in and about 
houses of ill-fam e.” 
There are squads of 
spindle-legged, thin-necked, yellow-faced 
m ale opiom fiends and thieves about the 
streets who are generally supposed to have 
their habitations w ith debased women in 
ju st such houses. W hy not get rid of 
them , now tbat the wheels of justice have 
been set going so sm oothly ? 


TAMPERING WITH JUSTICE. 


A T h r e a ts -A g a in s t-I.ife C ase S e ttle d O u t­ 
s id e th e C o u rts. 
T he exam ination case of Joe Cavaco 
otherw ise know n as “Fortuguese Joe,” who 
was charged with threats against the life of 
F rank M artin, one of his countrym en, was 
called in Justice Devine’s Court at 10 o'clock 
yesterday. T he defendant, witnesses and 
attorneys w here all present, but the com­ 
plaining witness failed to put in an appear­ 
ance. After waiting some tim e, the Court 
ordered a recess till 2 o'clock p. m., and a 
bench w arrant was issued for the arrest of 
M artin for contem pt of Court. 
Constable George M artin went out to the 
R ancho del Paso in search of the fellow, 
but could not fiD d him . It was learned 
th at he had come to the city, and a search 
was m ade for him , but the officer failed to 
get him . 
W hen the Court reconvened, District A t­ 
torney B runer consented to a motion for 
the discharge of the prisoner, for w ant of 
testim ony to 
prosecute. 
The 
w arrant 
against M artin was, however, continued in 
force, and the Constable instructed to run 
him dowD, if possible. 
The supposition is that the case had 
been “ fixed” outside the Court, in the same 
fashion that Chinese cases are generally 
compromised. Justice Devine and District 
Attorney B runer were both greatly in ­ 
censed at the action of the prosecuting wit­ 
ness, and if found he will probably be 
m ade to pay a good round fine and per­ 
haps get a term in the County Jail. 
W hen 
he first called on tne District A ttorney for 
a w arrant the latter refused to issue it until 
M artin produced strong corroborative evi­ 
dence that the crim e had been committed, 
w hich he afterward did. 
Mr. B runer is satisfied th at the case 
would have been a strong one against the 
accused bad the testim ony been available, 
but under the circumstances there was no 
good reason in bolding the prisoner or 
piling up expense against the county. 
If 
M artin should be caught he will doubtless 
be 
I at least enough to cover the ex­ 
pense to which he has put the county. 


COY'S DEFENSE. 


T h e P la n t A s s a n lt C ase C lo se d a n d S u b ­ 
m itte d Y e s te rd a y . 
In Justice H enry’s Court yesterday after- 
ternoon the exam ination of F . H . Coy on a 
charge of assault w ith a deadly weapon 
upon H , H . P lant was resum ed. 
Am ong 
the witnesses exam ined was the driver of 
e street-car on w hich the belligerents rode 


out to Oak Park. H e testified that the men 
were engaged in a wordy quarrel most of 
the way out. Coy told P lant he had heard 
the latter had kissed his wife, and Plant 
said the person who so asserted was a liar. 
They got off the car at the end of the road, 
and a man nam ed Sm ith was called by Coy 
and asked if he had not said be saw Plant 
kiLj Mrs. Coy. 
Sm ith said he had so 
stated, when Plant at once said he was a 
liar. Coy then struck Plant once or twice, 
when the latter put his hand behind him 
as if to draw a weapon, whereupon Coy 
struck him on the head with his cane. 
The men then closed, but were separated. 
This was the last testimony taken. Both 
sides said they were willing to subm it the 
case on the evidence w ithout argument, 
which was done. 
Justice H enry said he 
wanted to look over the evidence as taken 
by the official reporter, and would give his 
decision at one o'clock this afternoon.

A PLAUSIBLE THEORY OF THE CAUSE 
OF COOPER'S DEATH. 


A s s a u lte d b y C h in e se o n th e D a y B e fo re 


H e D ie d —S o m e th in g t h a t D e ­ 


s e rv e s In q u ir y . 


Coroner Clark yesterday held an inquest 
on the body of Rhoderick D hu Cooper, who 
was found dead in his bed on Tuesday an 
hour after he was seen alive and well, but 
under the influence of liquor. The jury 
found a verdict in accordance w ith the 
term s of the autopsy, namely, that de­ 
ceased came to his death from the effects of 
alcoholism. 
Owing to the fact that Cooper had been 
drinking hard for some days prior to his 
death, the public generally accepted the 
theory that his death resulted from alco­ 
holism, but there were not a few—espe­ 
cially among those who were fam iliar with 
his habits, and who knew him to be a 
young m an of unusually robust constitu­ 
tion—who were loth to believe tbat his 
death resulted from the effects of drink. 
One saloon-keeper, who has been famil­ 
iar w ith Cooper’s habits, told a R e c o r d - 
U n io n reporter on W ednesday that, while 
the autopsy may have shown a deranged 
condition of deceased's stomach and kid­ 
neys, he did not believe that the results 
were due to alcoholism, for he had seldom 
known Cooper to drink liquor, his cus­ 
tom ary beverage being beer. Still, there 
was no other apparent canse of death, and 
the theory that Cooper’s over-indulgence 
in drink was responsible for his sudden 
taking off was accepted generally. 
But there have been later developments 
tbat throw a different light on the subject, 
and it m ay yet be developed tbat the u n ­ 
fortunate young m an owed his death to 
violence. It seems that on the evening of 
the day preceding tbat of his death Cooper 
was assaulted by some Chinamen in tbe 
alley between Second and Third, I and J 
streets, and received a severe beating with 
one of the hickory poles used by the Chinese 
for carrying baskets. H e was not only 
beaten on the bead, but those who w it­ 
nessed the affair say he was severely and 
repeatedly jabbed in the stomach w ith the 
end of the pole. Cooper was somewhat 
under the influence of liquor at the time, 
and was accompanied by one Tom Cun­ 
ningham , who was too drunk to be of any 
assistance to him . 
It is a well-known fact that a severe 
blow or punch in the region of the stomach 
is often attended with fatal results, and a 
long and heavy pole in tbe bands of a stal­ 
wart Chinam an is a very dangerous im ple­ 
m ent of warfare, especially when used in 
tbat m anner on a half-defenseless drunken 
m an. It behooves tbe police authorities, 
the District Attorney and Grand Jury to 
give their attention to this m atter and sift 
it to the bottom. There are several persons 
who witnessed the assault upon Cooper on 
tbe day before his death, and their full 
statem ents should be had. This seems by 
ail means the more plausible cause of the 
unfortunate young m an’s death. The con­ 
tusions on the head and other parts of the 
body of the deceased, m entioned by Dr. 
W hite in the report of liis autopsy, were 
no doubt the result of blows received in 
the assault upon him by the Chinamen. 
About the strangest thing in connection 
with the affair is the fact that the par­ 
ties who witnessed the assault upon Cooper 
withheld from the Coroner and surgeon 
m aking the autopsy the facts known to 
them. 
It is understood that the relatives of de­ 
ceased learned of his death before sailing 
front New Y ork for Europe, 83 they had in ­ 
tended doing, and that they will return 
here at once.

A correspondent writing from Plym outh 
states th at on last Sunday a “Feast of 
Tabernacles” was the feature at the Free 
M ethodist cam p-meeting held in the beau­ 
tiful live oak grove on the ranch of W ill­ 
iam Dickson, in the Cosumnes valley.

DYNAM ITE GUNS. 


T lie In v e n to r T ells W h at H e i i A b le to 
A ccom plish W ith T h em . 


B e r l i n , October 17th.—Zalinski returned 
yesterday from a tour of inspection made 
by permission of the German Government 
to Kiel, W ilhelm , Shafer and Essen. Con­ 
cerning the Hercld'e report of the per­ 
formance of his gun, he says: “ W hila fif­ 
teen torpedoes were tired in seventeen and 
a half m inutes, less than the tim e called 
for by onr contracts, if the Vesuvius had 
had a well-trained crew, which, being out 
o f commission, she had not, those fifteen 
rounds could have been fired in five m in­ 
utes. If guns of heavier caliber had been 
used, 16.550 pounds of charges conld have 
been fired instead of 8,000, as the more 
rapidly the gun is fired the cooler it gets. 
“ W hile our contract w ith the Govern­ 
m ent calls for our throw ing 200 pound 
charges one m ile every two m inutes, which 
we accomplished, we can throw a 500- 
pound charge that distance, a 200-pound 
charge 3,000 yards from a gnn on land, and 
100 pound charges 4,000 yards from a ves­ 
sel, or three miles from a shore battery. 
The pneum atic gun will compel changes in 
the construction of the h ull below the 
w ater in vessels of war so as to meet and 
resist the powerful torpedo action this gun 
brings into play.” 


PA R IS E X H IB IT IO N . 


O v er 36,000,000 P eo p le V isited th e Show 
a t th e F re n c h C ap ital. 
P aris, October 17th.— Le Tempi, in a re­ 
sum e of the fiuancial results of the Exposi­ 
tion, says that before the close the num ber 
of people who will have visited the great 
show will reach 26,000,000 or more. Re­ 
ferring to the proposed W orld’s F air in 
Am erica in 1892, Le Temps says it is by no 
m eans as certain as it seemed a m onth ago 
th at the Americans will select New York 
for the location of their Exposition, as Chi­ 
cago is m aking strenuous ellorts to secure 
it. Commenting on the availability of Chi­ 
cago, as compared w ith New York, Le 
Temps says: 
“ We wonder how m any Chi- 
cagans who cro33ed the ocean to visit the 
Exposition ia the first city of France would 
have taken the same trouble if the show 
had been in Lyons, our second ciiy of im ­ 
portance?”

George 
Foster, Dom inion M inister of Finance, 
will apply to the Senate here at the ap­ 
proaching m eeting of Parliam ent for a di­ 
vorce on his own account, failing to secare 
w hich he will claim Mrs. Foster as his 
wife and dem and that she shall leave 
Foster. 
Chisholm, it is stated, threatens to m ake 
it warm for the M inister of Finance if the 
Canadian Parliam ent refuses to grant him 
a decree of divorce, as that action by Par­ 
liam ent will he tantam ount to declaring 
Foster’s m arriage to Mrs. Chisholm illegal 
and their living together a crim e against 
th e laws of the land.

She talks contiDnally abont killing her 
babes and the attem pt on her own life. 
She gloats over her success in putting her 
children beyond the reach of their father 
and expresses disgust at not having been 
successful in taking her own life. 
The physicians say to-üight she cannot 
last long. The funeral of both children 
took place this afternoon. Thousands of 
people viewed the remains. 
The funeral 
sermon was preached in the Advent Church, 
not more than a hundred yards from 
where the horrible crim e was comm itted. 
It was the largest funeral ever witnessed in 
Santa Ana valley.

on foot looking toward the establishm ent 
of a National A ira-A merican League, non­ 
partisan in politics.

John R. Lynch thinks the present status 
of the races makes the formation of the 
league a public necessity. There is also an 
opinion from Albion W. Tonrgee, who 
thinks the tim e has come for the colored 
race to show itself worth their liberty and 
th at an earnest and intelligent action will 
do m uch to cure the evils which no.v 
affect this tace. 


P ra c tic a lly D ead . 
N ew Y ork, October 18th.—The Herald 
says that a private cable from London, re­ 
ceived here, says the effort of the Canadian 
Governm ent to establish a steam ship line 
to compete w ith the New York and Euro­ 
pean lines has been frustrated. T he Cana­ 
dian Parliam ent at last offered an annual 
subsidy of $500,000 to a line of fast steam ­ 
ers. The Canadian Pacific Railway was 
highly interested in the scheme. Sir George 
Stepen urged London steam ship owners to
